Limits eyed on 
units for family 


Town fears in-law apartment abuse 
after family members move on 


By Greta Cuyler 

Andover’s building director 
fears there soon could be “hun- 
dreds of illegal apartments” in 
town. 

To prevent this, Building 
Director Kaija Gilmore wants to 
change a town bylaw allowing 
in-law apartments, she told the 
Planning Board last week. 

Voters will have an opportu- 
nity to weigh in at April Town 
Meeting. beginning April 24. 

Under the bylaw today, resi- 
dents can request to add rooms 
to their homes or to build acces- 
sory buildings on their property 
to create apartments for their 
elderly relatives who might need 
their assistance. The apartments 


are approved for a five-year 


period. 

Gilmore is requesting that the 
words “accessory building” be 
removed from the bylaw, so that 


separate buildings cannot be 
constructed. Currently, once the 
older family members die or 
move, residents might be able to 
use the new space for other pur- 
poses, possibly renting the space 
illegally. 

The idea of a large accessory 
building being allowed has con- 
cerned some residents already 
When Larry and Mary Casha 
requested to build a 1,170 
square foot accessory dwelling 
for Larry Casha’s parents, a 
neighbor wrote a letter to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals in 
protest. Once the elder Cashas 
no longer lived there, what 
would happen to the space, the 
neighbor wondered. 

“Is a structure costing hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
really going to be torn down?” 
asked neighbor Gale Ross in her

“We definitely have our opin- 
ion, and we would definitely like 
to see it at Doherty,” Golden 
said. “That’s where the consen- 
sus is, and wherever the consen- 
sus is, is Where we want it.”

Eliminate the assistant town manager position

That was Selectman Brian Major’s suggestion 
at a town budget meeting Monday night. The idea 
caught many officials by surprise, including Steve 
Bucuzzo, the assistant town manager. 

“T was thrown off by what (he) said,” said 


Bucuzzo in an interview. 


Major’s suggestion came in the 


wake of a proposed reorganization 
of town government — one that 
would have expanded Bucuzzo’s 
duties. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski, who currently has 17 depart- 
ment heads who report directly to 
him, wants Bucuzzo to oversee a 


new department called Department of Communi- 


ty Services. The new department

ing room and an eat-in kitchen. 
He also requested permission to 
build a 720 square foot three-car 
garage. The total cost of the pro- 
ject was estimated at $295,000. 

The zoning board denied the 
request, saying it amounted to a 
second dwelling on a single lot 
and the proposed building 


would be unreasonably detri- 
mental to the established or 
future character of the neighbor- 
hood and town. 

Gilmore agrees with the 
board. She does not want the 
bylaw to become a way for resi- 
dents to circumvent the restric- 
tion of having one house per sin- 
gle family lot. 

The zoning board also con- 
sidered the comments presented 
by several neighbors who 
opposed the project. Ross lived 
across the street from the prop- 
erty in question. In her letter, she 
said a similar request by a prior 
owner had been denied and a 
precedent existed on that prop- 
erty. Ross declined further com- 
ment. 

If the Cashas’ request had 
been approved, the special per- 
mit would have been valid for 
five years, or less if Larry 
Casha’s parents moved into a 
home-care facility before that.

Golden said that while he 
wouldn’t mind having the youth 
center at Recreation Park, the 
Doherty location is the most 
accessible to the most kids, espe- 
cially to the middle-schoolers 
who will primarily be using it. 

“Doherty is definitely the best 
location for the most people,” he 
said. 

Whether or not YAC gets 
what it wants, Golden says that 
members appreciate the commit- 


ment from town officials to 
include them in the decision. 

“I’m satisfied that our level of 
involvement is improving,” he 
said. “Kids can’t vote, so it’s 
hard for us to get representation 
other than through our parents. It 
seems like everybody is trying to 
involve us now, and that is some- 
thing that we definitely appreci- 
ate. Even last year, it wasn’t 
quite so good for us.” 

Dylan is optimistic that the 
youth voice will be apparent in 
where the town votes to place 


the youth center, he said, and 
hopes that the youth-center 
debate will Jay the groundwork 
for youth involvement in future 
town issues.

Businesses push for street to stay open

While some downtown busi- 
nesses are concerned about tem- 
porarily closing Barnard Street 
next month, the town maintains 
it must do this to connect utili- 
ties to vacant 17-19 Barnard St. 

Andover Consultants has 
requested that a section of 
Bamard Street be closed for four 
weeks starting sometime in 
April, while it builds a two-story 
commercial retail building at the 
site. A building that had been 
home to Andover Livery Cab 
Co. and Harkins Real Estate 
burned down at the site in June 
2003. 

Andover Consultants’ 
request has sparked concern 
from local merchants and down- 
town business owners. 

“How are you going to get to 
the downtown parking lot?” 
asked Stephen Stapinski, of 
Merrimack Engineering Ser- 
vices, a Park Street business. 
“How am I going to get to my 
office?” 

Stapinski said closing 
Barnard Street during the day is 
“excessive,” and that he is con- 
cerned about the impact the 
closing would have on mer- 
chants in the downtown area. If 
if is necessary to close the street 
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during constuction, Stapinski 
said, then the work should hap- 
pen at night. 

“When the town reconstruct- 
ed the sewers on Chestnut Street 
within the past two years, they 
performed the work at night in 
order to minimize the disruption 
to the downtown neighbor- 
hood,” said Stapinski. “The 
work went smoothly, and it was 
a feather in the cap of the 
Department of Public Works for 
performing it in that manner. 
The same consideration should 
be given to this proposal.” 

Police Chief Brian Pattullo, 
who has heard the concerns 
voiced by downtown businesses, 
has also heard the reasoning 
behind Andover Consultants’ 
request, and agrees that the 
street must be closed. 

“Unfortunately, because of 
the magnitude of the project, we 
have no choice but to close a 
section of Barnard Street,” Pat- 
tullo said. 

Barnard Street will be closed 
while the contractors cut into the 
road to install utility lines, 
according to Pattullo. 

“The reason it has to be 
closed is the depth of the cut,” 
he said. “It wouldn’t allow traf- 
fic.” 
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Once closed, Bamard Street 
will remain closed day and 
night, but Pattullo is working to 
minimize any resulting inconve- 
nience. 

‘We’ ll make sure that there is 
adequate signage and people to 
direct traffic and parking,” he 
said. 

Pattullo also said that 
Andover Consultants has agreed 
to take at least a week off their 
original request of a four-week 
closure. 

“We're hoping to open one 
lane of traffic before three 
weeks,” he said. 

Once installed, the utility 
lines will need to be connected 
to the Main Street sewer, requir- 
ing Main Street to be cut into as 
well. However, the work on 
Main Street is less intensive and 
will likely happen at night, Pat- 
tullo said. It will not require 
closing the street, but might 
mean a detour for truck drivers. 

“Main Street will remain 
open,” Pattullo said, “aside from 
possibly detouring truck traffic 
down Central Street and up 
School or Chestnut Street, 
depending on where they’re try- 
ing to go. And we'll keep north- 
bound truck traffic moving as 
usual.” 

Pattullo is planning to hold a 
meeting at the Public Safety 
Center for any merchants and 
neighbors who want to express 
their concerns, he said. He has 
not yet determined when the 
meeting will take place.

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Eligible local residents can 
take advantage of two one-time 
savings on their state tax returns: 
the home heat tax deduction and 
the home efficiency tax credit. 

State Sen. Susan Tucker said 
the home heat tax deduction is 
available to single persons with 
an adjusted gross income of 
$50,000 or less and married 
couples with an adjusted income 
of $75,000 or less. Qualified 
individuals may deduct up to 
$800 for the cost of home heat- 
ing oil, natural gas, and propane 
purchased between November 
1, 2005 and March 31, 2006. 

Tucker said homeowners 
who have purchased energy effi- 
cient items for their homes 
between Nov. | and March 31, 
are also eligible for a home effi- 
ciency tax credit. Individuals of 
all incomes are eligible.

A waitress at Dylan’s Bar & 
Grill on Park Street is recover- 
ing after allegedly being shot in 
the face by her boyfriend while 
at her New Hampshire home. 

Charissa Maher, 25, was 
allegedly shot by Douglas C. 
Maroun, 35, on Tuesday, Feb. 
28 at her home on North Lowell 
Road in Windham, N.H. As of 
Tuesday, March 7, she was still 
recuperating at Beth Israel Dea- 
coness Hospital in Boston 
although her condition is 
improving. 

A nightclub owner, Maroun, 
of Hudson, N.H., was arraigned 
in Salem, N.H. District Court on 
Monday where he pleaded not 
guilty to an attempted murder 
charge, said a spokeswoman in 
the Rockingham County District 
Attorney’s office. The felony 
charge mandates that Maroun 
cannot post bail. He remains in 
the county jail and faces life in 
prison if convicted. 

Maher’s co-workers at 
Dylan’s were saddened to hear 


about the tragedy and are collec- 
tively praying for her recovery, 
according to owner Sam Petro- 
vich. 

He was not sure exactly how 
long she has worked at his 
restaurant, which he bought 
more than two years ago. She 
worked nights. 

“All I have to say is I hope 
she comes out of this OK. We 
all do,” Petrovich said. “We just 
want her to know we are here 
for her and our love and prayers 
are with her. She’s just a won- 
derful person.” 

He said he was not familiar 
with the relationship between 
Maher and Maroun. 

According to police, there 
was trouble on Feb. 28 at 
Maher’s condominium. 
Maroun’s brother placed the call 
to 911 that night saying Maher 
had attempted to kill herself and 
shot herself in the face. Police 
responded to the call but found 
no gun at Maher’s home and the 
door was locked. Police broke in 
and found Maher bleeding badly 
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Local waitress shot in face 


25-year-old recovering; boyfriend charged in N.H. crime 


from a single gunshot wound to 
her face. 

Maroun, who owns the 
Omega nightclub in Manchester, 
N.H. and is married with four 
young children, has no criminal 
record. He turned himself into 
police last Thursday. Police 
charged him with falsifying evi- 
dence as there was no gun found 
at the scene. He was in court last 
Friday on that charge. 

That night, Friday, March 3, 
investigators elevated the charge 
against him to attempted mur- 
der. Investigators declined to 
specify what evidence led them 
to charge Maroun with shooting 
Maher. 

All the while, Maher seems 
to be improving as she recuper- 
ates in the Boston hospital. On 
Tuesday, a hospital spokes- 
woman said Maher was no 
longer in critical condition and 
was moved to a floor for regular 
patients.

Ann Weld believes the superintendent’s recom- 
mended budget needs closer analysis, and it should 
be viewed as part of the overall town budget. 

“There always seems to be this tension between 
the school and the town budget,” she said. “It’s all 
the town budget. The school is a piece of it, and we 
have to look at every single penny being spent by 
both sides. That is a huge part of why I’m running.” 

Weld said she is not prepared to start targeting 
any town services for cuts, as such decisions are 
not hers to make. 

“When a community goes under budgetary 
stress, it starts pitting everybody against each 
other,” she said. “I don’t really have an idea of what 
town services should be cut. That’s a decision for 
the leaders of the town to make. I’m a candidate for 
the school committee, I’m obviously most interest- 
ed in advocating for what the schools need.” 

Weld said the schools budget needs to be care- 
fully scrutinized before any services are targeted. 

“We need to constantly monitor health-insur- 
ance costs and look for ways to lower that, because 
that's a huge piece that affects us tremendously. We 
have to continue working to get more state aid. 
Every single penny spent on the school side has to 
be the wisest money spent because we can’t budget 
money that we don’t have,” she said. 

If cuts are necessary, they are going to have to 
come at the elementary level, as the high school 
and middle schools can’t afford any, said Weld. 

“Unfortunately, in this current year, you can’t 
cut into the high school anymore because they’ II be 
under that 990 hours that is state-mandated,” said 
Weld. “In the last couple of years, it was revealed 
that because of budget cuts, the high school stu- 
dents weren't getting that. We just got back to that 
level. The same with the middle school, they’ re just 
at their required level... If cuts have to be made, it 
has to be made to teachers, and most likely at the 
elementary level.” 

Generating revenue through increasing 
fees,Weld said, is out of the question for her. 

“T don’t think you can make up any more rev- 
enues through fees. We have some of the highest 
fees statewide. If we want to reverse that trend, we 
can’t charge anymore than we’re charging.” 

Weld believes maintaining and improving the 
quality of Andover’s school system concerns all 
residents. “I know it’s been said that 70 percent of 
Andover households don’t have school-aged chil- 
dren residing in that household,” she said. “But I 
believe that whether you have children in the 
school system or you don’t, part of an excellent 
community is an excellent school system.”

Tony James said he supports every dollar of the 
superintendent’ s recommended budget. 

“I continue to support that goal,” he said, “and 
will work with other boards to explore every 
option for fully funding the superintendent’s bud- 
get request.” 

James believes it is too early in the budget 
process to consider an override, or make any deci- 
sions regarding service cuts, he said. Before such 
concerns can be addressed, James said the School 
Committee, in collaboration with the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee, must 
update and reconsider the projected costs of the 
budget model. 

“(We must] reexamine every assumption in the 
budget model,” said James, “to determine how 
much of the gap can be closed with updated infor- 
mation. For example, we just learned that our 
health insurance costs will increase by a maximum 
of 5 percent next year, versus the original assump- 
tion of 15 percent, or a reduction of over 
$700,000.” 

James said it is possible that the gap between 
the superintendent's request and the town’s avail- 
able revenue budget could be closed by updated 
information alone, in which case an override or 
significant service cuts would not be necessary. 

“In the event that budget model changes fail to 
completely close the gap, we first need to prioritize 
school and town services to differentiate between 
essential services and nice-to-have services,” he 
said. “We then must determine how to fully fund 
essential services, and how to best preserve nice- 
to-have services. 


DEBATE FOR ALL RACES TONIGHT 


The annual League-moderated candidates’ 
debate will be held today, Thursday, March 9 at 7 
p.m. in Memorial Hall Library, Elm Square. 
Tomorrow, Friday, March 10, the Andover Senior 
Center is sponsoring another candidates forum, 
beginning at 9:30 a.m. at the center. 


Robert Coffill opposes the superintendent’ s 
proposed budget, saying the school department 
needs to take more responsibility for its budgetary 
problems. 

“Do we have enough money to fund educa- 
tion?” Coffill asked. “There’s never enough. We 
could always use more. But at the end of the day, 
there can only be so much money to go around. 
The school system has to demonstrate that its will- 
ing to do some creative things. Before the school 
department starts attacking town services, they 
need to get their own house in order. ” 

Coffill said the school system needs to adopt 
some corporate approaches to better manage and 
maximize its budget. “We need to bring sound pri- 
vate business fundamental practices into public 
schools for them to survive,” he said. “I call for the 
superintendents of today and tomorrow to realize 
that its time to take on a more CEO type style.” 

One suggestion that Coffill offered was the 
streamlining of services not just within Andover, 
but within the entire region. 

“We have three middle schools. What can be 
streamlined for staffing?” he asked. 

“We have Lawrence High School, North 
Andover High School, Greater Lawrence Region- 
al High School, North Reading High School, and 
Andover High School. What regional scheduling 
can be done through partnering? What can be done 
to cross over services? Do we need 49 department 
heads in a 14-square-mile radius? We’ve need to 
look at administrative streamlining. The resources 
have to go to children and teachers.” 

Coffill argues there needs to be higher account- 
ability for school employees. 

“We need a work audit,” Coffill said, “to see 
what every single employee in this school district 
does every day. How much time is directly spent 
with children? They are No. | here. Are our facili- 
ties built in the interest of our children, or in the 
interest of our adults? Are we maximizing what we 
get out of our employees?” 

Some of Coffill’s other ideas to improve bud- 
getary management include outsourcing food ser- 
vices and facilities, and setting up endowments for 
athletics, theater and arts, and other such depart- 
ments. 

‘Andover has one of the finest athletic heritages 
in the state,” he said. “Why hasn’t Andover 
endowed athletics? It’s a tragedy for a kid to attend 
a public high school and have to pay for athletics, 
when that might be the only vehicle that child has 
in his life to shine.” 


Art Barber said he is not ready to support the 
superintendent's recommended budget until the 
school’s expenditures are thoroughly assessed. 

“It’s not a question of supporting it or not,” he 
said, “It’s a question of making sure that we value 
each dollar as if it’s our last. The taxpayers have 
entrusted us with their money and we need to make 
sure that we absolutely require each one of their 
dollars.” 

At this point, Barber is against a tax override of 
any kind and doesn’t see support for it. “I think it 
would do damage to our schools for years to 
come,” he said. “The citizens of the town would 
look at the school department as being on a never- 
ending odyssey. I recognize, as an educator, that 
we need to continually improve the performance of 
our students and the education we provide them, 
but I also recognize, as a citizen and a business 
man, that we have limited dollars to work with, so 
there needs to be a discussion on whether or not we 
are spending every dollar as wisely as we can.” 

Before cutting any services, Barber would look 
at combining them first, he said. 

“We need to look at where we can streamline 
and cause an efficiency. The efficiency might 
come from combining various IT groups, the effi- 
ciency may come from Jim Sutton and the library 
staff doing more work with the school libraries so 
that we draw upon his expertise,” said Barber. 

Barber said he wouldn’t recommend cutting 
any specific town services, because it’s not his job 
to do so. “I don’t think any School Committee 
member is qualified to look at the town budget and 
say, ‘These things need to be cut.’” 

He said those in a position to recommend ser- 
vice cuts on the town side, probably aren’t ready to 
do so either. 

If it comes to the point where school services do 
need to be cut, Barber said he will look first at the 
services most recently added. “I think when 
you're looking at any type of cuts you have to look 
at the last program you added, and ask, “Did it do 
what we wanted it to do?’” he said. “If it did, then 
maybe there are other areas to look. If it didn’t pass 
the test, it needs to be reconsidered.” 

An example of a school program Barber might 
consider cutting is the recently restored health pro- 
gram, which cost $375,000. 

“] didn’t think that reinstating the health pro- 
gram was appropriate at the time,” he said. “I 
thought we would get much more back in our 
school system if we installed additional guidance 
counselors at the middle school level. Several of 
the classroom teachers are well enough equipped 
to teach parts of the health program.”

The Lowell-based Butler Bank will 
open a fourth branch at the former Friend- 
ly Ice Cream site on Main Street, it 
announced Friday.

A good idea 


HE ANDOVER YOUTH FOUNDATION was correct to 
delay bringing a new youth-center plan to Annu- 
al Town Meeting. Much as people look forward to 
the day when a youth center is opened, for a youth 
center to be approved the project must be dynamic, 
solid, vetted and have widespread support. As Town 
Meeting voters have shown repeatedly, they will 
reject plans that cannot claim each of these attributes. 
After years of pursuing a site in West Andover, 
AYF now is looking to use its private funds to build 
on a lot behind Doherty Middle School. It was unre- 
alistic to expect to shift gears in just a few months’ 
time. By studying the Doherty idea more, supporters 
will create a better plan, and one with more support. 

The switch to the Doherty site needs to be dis- 
cussed. Selectman Mary Lyman is correct to ensure 
the Youth Action Council will play a role in discus- 
sions about the Doherty site. If youth don’t like it, 
why go any further? Supporters also will need to 
involve other groups, such as fiscal conservatives, 
parents and seniors. They will not be able to please 
everyone, but by considering concerns, they will win 
over some who have not made up their minds. 

The idea of building behind Doherty shows 
promise for many reasons. It is near playing fields, is 
downtown and is accessible to a large number of mid- 
dle-school students — the people expected to use it 
most. It is also across a parking lot from the current 
senior center. Since it will be available to other groups 
during the school day, this can effectively expand the 
size of the senior center. Active seniors might find the 
space more appropriate for their exercise classes and 
other activities than the senior center cafeteria or other 
areas they use now. 

By taking its time to create a superlative plan, AYF 
and town officials can develop a youth center plan the 
town will support.

Costly projects never should have reached selectmen 


Editor, Townsman: 

I agree with last week's edi- 
torial, “Budget focus,” which 
highlighted two major projects 
recently withdrawn by select- 
men: $250,000 for a traffic light 
on Shawsheen Road and 
$500,000 for a sewer truck. Yes, 
“Selectmen have made some 
good, common-sense spending 
decisions.” However, I do not 
believe these two projects 
should have made it through an 
internal budget review. Now the 
town manager can claim his 
budget has been cut by 
$750,000 even though these 
projects brought by his depart- 
ment managers did not meet 
basic spending criteria. It makes 


me wonder about the priorities 
in the overall budget as well. 
For the past several years the 
town has made some difficult 
choices. The school department 
budget does not include funds 
for transportation for students in 
grades 7 to 12. Parents must 
either drive their children to 
school (hence the increased traf- 
fic on Shawsheen Road) or pay 
a fee: $100 for a parking space 
or $300 for the bus. In addition, 
the school budget does not pro- 
vide full funding for the high 
school athletic program. Parents 
are required to pay a $250 fee 
for students to participate in ath- 
letics at their public high school. 
These are hefty fees for public 


education and are an unfair tax 
paid by parents. 

As the editorial states “focus- 
ing on choosing priorities within 
the operating budget” is 
extremely important. Our town 
leaders, both paid and elected, 
should prioritize spending. They 
should develop a list by consen- 
sus: what are the items the town 
must fund, should fund, or 
would like to fund? Why is it 
that I can put my trash on the 
curb each week and have it 
removed for free, but I must pay 
a fee for my child to get to 
school? What kind of priority is 
that?

FEE FOR TRASH 
Other residents do not face the unfair fees parents do 


Editor, Townsman: 

To the selectmen, town manag- 
er, School Committee and 
Finance Committee: 

Since watching the School 
Committee’s budget presenta- 
tion to the Finance Committee 
on Wednesday night, I have 
been thinking a lot about what I 
heard. I have been troubled 
about the divisive nature of the 
meeting. 

It was offensive to me when 
various members of the 
Finance Committee highlighted 
the fact that only 20 percent of 
taxpayers have children in the 
schools and that the town needs 
to be “sensitive” to the needs of 
the remaining population, as if 
to suggest that this remaining 
population shouldn’t care as 
much about the schools. 

Andover is not unique — this 
reflects the total percentage of 
children in public schools 
across the US. Many families in 
town moved here for the 
schools even if they do not cur- 
rently have children in the 
schools. They may have young 
children not in school yet, or 
their children may have gradu- 
ated. Most people moved here 
because it is a desirable town, 
and that is because of the 
schools. Desirable towns have 
good schools; one is a reflec- 
tion of the other. Don’t kid 
yourselves: in one way or 
another, we all moved here 
because of the schools. 

Two men in the audience 
referenced the high fees that 


parents of high- and middle- 
school students pay for buses 
and sports or clubs, and they 
suggested that no other group 
in town was subject to such a 
high “disguised tax.” (I’m para- 
phrasing.) One selectman (with 
others nodding) responded by 
saying that senior citizens pay 
numerous fees for services, 
and, that when people require 
the use of an ambulance, they 
are billed. 

The ambulance fee is not 
comparable to a broad-based 
fee for a large group utilizing a 
service on a regular basis (like 
school busing). I think the man 
who asked the question meant 
that we don’t pay an extra 
“police” or “fire” fee, as some 
of us now do for the schools. 

I searched the town of 
Andover site for senior citizen 
fees, and I can’t find any $350 
fee (the approximate price of 
busing one student) for any- 
thing. What am I missing? (I 
don’t want to increase the fees 
seniors pay for lunches, classes 
or transportation; just tell me 
why you were nodding in 
agreement). The town has 
increased many small one-time 
fees: we charge for DCS class- 
es; people pay to park. But 
what other fee that is imposed 
upon any other large group of 
taxpayers is comparable to the 
school fees? 

I'll tell you what there could 
be — a Pay As You Throw trash 
fee. One hundred seventeen 
towns in Massachusetts have 


PAYT programs. Many were 
voted in to generate revenue and 
assist in budget deficits to avoid 
overrides. Why can’t we do 
this? I read the PAYT commit- 
tee’s report from December / 
2003 and while some problems 
are mentioned, the report 
seemed very positive overall 
towards PAYT. The town obvi- 
ously does not consider it dis- 
tasteful to charge parents the 
school fees, so I don’t consider 
the argument “it’s an unfair dis- 
guised tax” or “it should be a 
free service” valid arguments. 
It’s not a wild idea. We need 
revenue. You don’t want to dis- 
cuss an override, so acknowl- 
edge that Andover employs user 
fees as a form of targeted taxa- 
tion and implement PAYT and 
other appropriate user fees now. 

It’s the Finance Committee’s 
job to scrutinize the budget, and 
I respect the time that their 
members and all of you put into 
your jobs. I just don’t like leav- 
ing a meeting like that with the 
sickening sensation that some 
of you don’t understand the 
very nature of a school or its 
value to a town’s overall well- 
being. You’re looking at the 
numbers, but you’re not trying 
to understand the mission and 
what it takes to achieve it. 

I support the superinten- 
dent’s budget, and, as a citizen 
of Andover, I am willing to pay 
fees in other areas to generate 
revenue.

of people at movie night, they 
were a last-minute replacement 
to play at an Abbot Academy 
mixer senior year. That was a 
bid deal, says Scheft. 

Band members received the 
ultimate prep school compli- 
ment after that mixer when 
classmates told them, “You guys 
don’t suck that much at all.” 

One thing that set The Rising 
Storm apart was that the band 
played five original songs, in 
addition to covering popular 
music. : 

The group released one 
album, called “Calm Before” 
and sold it to family and friends 
for $3 each. 

After graduating in 1967, 
band members stayed in touch 
and got together occasionally, 
but basically each went their 
separate way. 

It wasn’t until more than 10 
years later that the band learned 
that their album was fetching up 
to $600 abroad and was a 
favorite of one Boston music 
collector. One copy of the album 
ultimately sold for $3,000, said 
Scheft. 

News of their popularity 
sparked a reunion for the band.

The Rising Storm played a 
three-show reunion in Boston in 
1981 and performed at both 
their 15th and 25th high school 
reunions in Andover. 

Music from the 15th reunion 
was recorded as “Alive Again in 
Andover” and released by ARF! 
ARF! Records in 1983. The 
band returned to the studio and 
has since released three more 
albums, including some new 
material. The last album was 
released in 1999. 

“T think (band mate) Bob said 
it really well,” says Scheft. “It’s 
kind of like the dancing bear. It’s 
not about how well he dances, 
but the fact that he dances at all.” 

At 56, Scheft is a teacher at a 
North Carolina University. The 
other members have varied 
careers: doctor, ski instructor, 
land surveyor and lawyer. The 
band members remain close 
friends and meet at least once a 
year. The group has seen only 
two band member changes in 40 
years. 

Has the music stopped play- 
ing for Scheft? 

“I still walk around with a 
drumstick,” he says. “At any 
moment, Pete Townsend might 
call me. So I’m ready, I’m defi- 
nitely ready.”

BooK REVIEW 


The Adventures of 


Huckleberry Finn 
BY MARK TWAIN 
Reviewed by John Chartier and James Caron 

John and James recommend that readers check with 
their parents before reading this week’s selection, as the 
theme of racism in the South is addressed. 

HE ADVENTURES OF HUCKLEBERRY FINN is 
among the most celebrated — and most contro- 
versial — books in the history of American chil- 
dren’s literature. It is the story of a young boy 

named Huck Finn who lives along the Mississippi River 


- in Missouri. He fakes his own

drunken father and flees 
HUCKLEBERRY FINN down-river. He takes refuge 
yy MarkTwoin on Jackson Island on the Mis- 
: sissippi River, many miles 
from his home. There, he 
becomes reacquainted with 
Jim, a runaway slave who 
used to work for Miss Wat- 
son, the elderly women who 
took Huck in several months 
earlier when his dad was 
thought to be dead. 

The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn by Mark Twain 
is about the flight of the two fugitives, their unique rela- 
tionship, and the adventures they have along the way. 

However, the setting of the story (late 19th century 
South) lends itself to an element of racism that is preva- 
lent throughout the book. The reader must take this with 
a grain of salt, and understand that Twain is in fact 
mocking racism and its ridiculous assumptions. 

That said, many still find the excessive use of racial 
slurs to be offensive and over-the-top; so young readers 
should make sure they check with their parents before 
they read this story. 

Mark Twain is considered by many to embody 
American literature and its distance from European 
romanticism, which was popular during the same peri- 
od. His use of colloquial language and a naive narrator 
add style and depth to this work. His dry sense of humor 
is often hard to find, but always clever. 

We recommend this book to anyone who enjoys great 
American literature (that should be everyone). However, 
misunderstanding Twain’s portrayal of racism will con- 
fuse the meaning of the book as a whole. 

Once again, we recommend the reader checks with 
his or her parents before starting this book. 

We give The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn a 10 
out of 10. It is irrefutable that this is one of the best 
pieces of American literature ever written. It is an 
important piece of our history and culture, and every 

American should be familiar with this great work. 

Readers who finish Huck Finn, might want to take a 
look at The Adventures of Tom Sawyer, a similar work 
that we have reviewed in the past, which is also a land- 
mark novel. 

So float on down the river to a local bookstore or 
library today, and pick up a copy of The Adventures of 
Huckleberry Finn by Mark Twain. 

Huck’s adventures are waiting.

Co-chair of Special Education Caucus working to increase state aid

TATE REP. BARBARA L’ITAL- 
S IEN, D-Andover, has 
formed a caucus aimed at 
tackling one of every town’s 
annual budget-busters — special 
education costs. 

A Special Education Caucus, 
composed of bi-partisan legisla- 
tors, will try to move the state 
toward reimbursing more of the 
cost of educating special educa- 
tion students whose requirements 
are the most expensive. 

It will also work to lower the 
cost threshold that a special 
needs student must meet to be 
eligible for state reimbursement. 

“This would really benefit 
every city and town in the state,” 
said L'Italien. “Including 
Andover.” 

While L’Italien notes she is 
lobbying to increase state educa- 
tion aid to all Massachusetts pub- 
lic school students, the caucus

Just like a bird, they will migrate north to Machias, Maine, and Nova 
Scotia for what they could call a bird-watching bonanza. 

And, yes, they broke from their traveling tour group once while on 
the safari — couldn’t resist — opting to check out bird species instead of 
zebras and elephants. 

But back to the larger animals. That’s what came home with them 
— memories of a land where the animal is king and the human species 
must respect that. 

In fact, the safari tour driver told them 
that drivers lose their licenses for six 
months if they hit an animal. That meant 
every time the safari vehicle came upon a 
zebra or lion or giraffe, the brakes were 
slammed and the driver let the animal, or 
animals, cross. 

So when a 14-foot python shimmied 
up and decided to park itself in the shade 
under the vehicle, the tour group was expecting a very long wait. How- 
ever, when the driver turned the engine on, the snake bolted quickly. 

“Such numbers,” Evelyn Retelle said of the animals, noting that 
tour guides reported there were some 300,000 zebras in one Tanzanian 
park. “Just gorgeous to watch them roam so freely,” added the retired 
teacher who runs the book club at the Andover Senior Center and also 
takes tap-dance lessons.

Town officials will look into some of the 
other options on Barber’s list, including 
renting out the Andover Town House, also 
called Old Town Hall, at 20 Main St.

One by one, Andover’s tournament hopes picked o

And then there was one ... maybe. 

As recently as last Sunday it looked as if 
four Andover High winter sports teams 
could be honing in on state titles. 

But then — one by one on consecutive 
days — the locals fell by the wayside. 

First to be ousted from the single-elimi- 
nation MIAA Tournament was AHS boys 
hockey, in a tough 3-1 loss to Gloucester. 

Twenty-four hours later, boys basket- 
ball ran into a buzzsaw named Charlestown 
and suffered an 86-62 setback. 

The following night (Tuesday) the 
undefeated and top-seeded girls hoop squad 
was stunned by Lowell, suffering an ago- 
nizing 44-42 overtime defeat. 

That left girls hockey as the last hope - 
the only local still standing heading into its 
game against Reading last night after 
Townsman presstime. 

Today, the Lady Warrior skaters are 
either preparing for a state final — or they 
are also waiting for next year. 

Andover teams whose tourney hopes 
were dashed all put together terrific sea- 
sons, girls hoop finishing 21-1 overall, boys 
hoop 17-6 and boys hockey 14-6-2. 

On a happier note, the AHS boys 4x200 
meter sprint relay team capped its memo- 
rable campaign by adding a New England 
title to the All-State crown it already 
owned. 

In addition, with her eighth hat trick of 
the season in a 6-0 first round tourney win 
over Westford Academy, AHS multi-time 
All-Scholastic Maria Nasta became one of 
a handful of Massachusetts high school 
girls hockey players to score a remarkable 
200 career points. 

Nasta’s third goal of the game was also 
the 137th of her illustrious four-year career 
to go with 63 assists. 


GIRLS BASKETBALL 


The Andover High girls basketball team 
took a nine-point halftime lead, but could- 
n’t put stubborn Lowell away and ended up 
dropping the 44-42 overtime decision in a 
Division 1 North Tournament semifinal 
game that so easily could have been theirs. 

Andover, the so-called Monster of the 
Merrimack Valley who seemingly had a 
ticket to the Tsongas Arena and another 
North final punched, could not survive a 
frenetic finish at Methuen High’s Klimas 
Field House as feisty Lowell hung on for 
only its second win over the locals in their 
last 27 meetings. 

The tug-of-war loss — the first and only 
for coach Jim Tildsley’s squad in 22 games 
this winter — followed a 69-46 quarterfinal 
romp over Cambridge Rindge & Latin that 
perhaps came a little too easily. 


The locals ended the season having won 
30 in a row at the Dunn Gym (including 
North Tournaments), going 9-0 this season 
and 11-0 last winter. They also won 10 
straight in 2003-04 after a 59-56 overtime 
loss to Peabody on Dec. 23, 2003.

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1936: Andover’s great flood 


> | she winter of 1935-36 

a | was harsh in the Northeast, 
even by New England stan- 
| dards. There were heavy 
| snows and cold tempera- 
tures. Rivers froze thick 
| with ice, and the snowpack 
in the White and Green 
Mountains set records. By 
early March, peopie were 
looking for a break. They 
got it. 

Heavy rains and warm 
weather started in late Feb- 
ruary, but it was so warm and wet that savvy folks 
were concerned about flooding. The rain came so 
early that winter had not worked its way out of the 
dirt and the water flowed over the ground, finding 
streams and rivers. 

In Andover, townspeople sanguinely awaited 
the floods. The geography of Andover is such that 
flooding would be more of an inconvenience than 
a catastrophe. In fact, the folks in Andover were 
right to be more relaxed than many people in the 
Northeast. While the flood of '36 was the worst

one that Andover ever suffered, the damage was 
only to property, and it was restricted to Shaw- 
Sheen and Marland Villages. (Marland Village 
was the area between Stevens Street to the very 
bottom of Main Street hill to the Shawsheen 
River. It included a lot of mill housing.) 

In the rest of the Northeast, generally the dam- 
age was worse, and in some places, much worse. 
Between early March and the 23rd, almost every 
river and stream overflowed its banks. Cities from

Pittsburgh, Pa. to Springfield and Lawrence, 
Mass. suffered substantial damage. One hundred 
and seventy lives were lost, 430,000 people were 
left homeless, and there was $500 million in dam- 
age — almost $6 billion in today’s dollars 

Although major rivers from the Susquehanna 
to the Merrimack flooded, in Andover, it was the 
relatively small Shawsheen River that caused 
most of the damage. People temporarily evacuat- 
ed 109 homes. Power was lost for two days and 
there was some disruption of phone services. 
Lawrence’s water filtration plant was inundated, 
and Andover supplied Lawrence with water. 

‘The flood in Andover happened twice. First, 
the Shawsheen River overflowed during the earli- 
est days of March. Then, about a week ler, the 
Merrimack River backed up into the Shawsheen, 
causing it to flood the same area again. The clean- 
up in Andover and all of the Northeast was made 
easier because the floods happened at the height 
of the Depression. In Andover, 200 Civilian Con- 
servation Corps workers came to town with their 
shovels to remove debris. In more seriously 
affected areas, the floods created jobs for people 
out of work, and the newspapers of the era stated 
that the floods helped as many as it hurt. 

This all happened exactly 70 years ago. In 
much of the Northeast, the flood is still called the 
“Great Flood of 36.” In Andover, and the part of 
southern New England that was devastated by the 
Great Hurricane of 1938, the importance of the 
*36 flood has been diminished and put in perspec- 
tive by the terrible *38 storm. 

A few months ago, I was looking through a 
desk that belonged to my parents, and I found sev- 
eral photographs of the 36 
flood in Shawsheen. One of 
the pictures looked very 
familiar, and | found a reprint 
of it in the 1946 Tercentennial 
Book, published by the 
Andover Townsman, 
“Andover, What It Was, What 
It Is.” 

The photos I found are 
extraordinary, and they catch 
every facet of the Andover 
flood. In one (at left), con- 
cerned Red Cross workers 
huddle with a man in uniform, 
presumably a police officer, 
near a car with a large Red 
Cross banner strung across its 
hood. In the foreground, two 
men sit drinking coffee and 
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The roads and traffic signs in the Shawsheen area of town looked like they were meant more for 
boats than automobiles during the flood of 1936. 


smiling. Both men look familiar, although I can’t 
put a name to them. All the men wear fedoras and 
Open overcoats, with suits and ties underneath. 
One of the men in the foreground is wearing hip 
boots, and the bottom of his coat is muddy. The 
two smiling men are relaxed and appear to be 
mildly amused by all that is going on. It is one of 
my favorite pictures I’ve ever seen, and whomev- 
er took it had a great eye, was lucky, or both. 

Another picture shows 12 people in a small 
boat in the middle of Shawsheen Square. While it 
is possible that the people are being rescued by 
the boat’s owner, it seems more likely that the 
people are sightseeing. There are three photos of 
this boat, all taken from just north of the Square, 
looking south. The other two boat pictures seem 
to show the boat to be working is some capacity. 
There is a picture taken from the boat looking to 
the north. The Old Andover Companies Flatiron 
building is above the flood line 


The most serious flooding was to the east and 
south of the Square. Pictures taken in that direc- 
tion show the major buildings with water reaching 
as high as the second floors. A description of the 
flood to the south indicates that it went as far as 
the Marland Mills dam. 

The most beautiful picture is the one that was 
printed in the Tercentennial Book. There is an 
almost perfect reflection of two mature, leafless 
elm trees. They have a delicate beauty, like giant 
ballerinas with open arms standing atop a mirror. 
The water is so still and the reflection so mirror- 
like, that it is difficult telling what side is up. 

After 70 years, most of the people in the pic- 
tures have passed, and in a few years these beau- 
tiful photographs will be the final survivors.
